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AN ACT relating to child welfare; prohibiting discrimination 
against persons who are deaf, legally blind or otherwise 
physically disabled in certain proceedings relating to 
children; authorizing the Nevada Equal Rights 
Commission to investigate and resolve certain complaints 
alleging such discrimination; and providing other matters 
properly relating thereto. 

Legislative Counsel’s Digest: 
 Existing law prohibits discrimination on the basis of disability in public 1 
accommodation, housing and employment. (NRS 118.100, 613.330, 651.070, 2 
651.075) Sections 1, 2, 4, 5 and 10-12 of this bill prohibit a court from 3 
discriminating against a person in a proceeding concerning child custody or 4 
visitation, adoption, guardianship or child protection solely because the person 5 
seeking custody or visitation, adoption, guardianship or child protection is deaf, is 6 
legally blind or has another physical disability. However, sections 1, 2, 4, 5 and 12 7 
also expressly authorize a court to decide against a person who is deaf, is legally 8 
blind or has another physical disability if it finds, based on evidence presented to 9 
the court, that the person’s physical disability is likely to cause or contribute to or is 10 
causing or contributing to circumstances that are detrimental to the best interests of 11 
the child.  12 
 Section 3 of this bill similarly prohibits an agency which provides child welfare 13 
services or a child placing agency from determining that a prospective adoptive 14 
home is unsuitable for placement or detrimental to the interest of the child solely 15 
because the prospective adoptive parent or parents are deaf, are legally blind or 16 
have another physical disability, but authorizes such an agency to make such a 17 
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determination if it finds, based on its investigation, that the physical disability of 18 
the prospective adoptive parent or parents is likely to cause or contribute to 19 
circumstances that are detrimental to the best interests of the child if the child is 20 
placed in the home. Section 3 also authorizes a prospective adoptive parent injured 21 
by a determination of an agency which provides child welfare services or a child 22 
placing agency which is contrary to these provisions to file a complaint with the 23 
Nevada Equal Rights Commission. Sections 6-9 of this bill authorize the 24 
Commission to investigate and resolve such a complaint in the same manner as it 25 
investigates and resolves other complaints over which it has jurisdiction. 26 
 Existing law prohibits an agency which provides child welfare services from 27 
taking any action to remove a child from custody of the person responsible for the 28 
child’s welfare if the agency determines there is no reasonable cause to believe the 29 
child is in need of protection. (NRS 432B.370) Existing law also authorizes a court 30 
that finds a child to be in need of protection to: (1) allow the child to remain in the 31 
custody of the parent or guardian of the child under such conditions as the court 32 
may prescribe; or (2) place the child in the custody of another person or certain 33 
agencies or institutions authorized to care for children. (NRS 432B.550) Section 10 34 
of this bill provides that a child is not in need of protection solely because a person 35 
responsible for the welfare of the child is deaf, is legally blind or has another 36 
physical disability. 37

 127.150  1.  If the court finds that the best interests of the child 13 
warrant the granting of the petition, an order or decree of adoption 14 
must be made and filed, ordering that henceforth the child is the 15 
child of the petitioners. When determining whether the best interests 16 
of the child warrant the granting of a petition that is filed by a foster 17 
parent, the court shall give strong consideration to the emotional 18 
bond between the child and the foster parent. A copy of the order or 19 
decree must be sent to the nearest office of the agency which 20 
provides child welfare services by the petitioners within 7 days after 21 
the order or decree is issued. In the decree the court may change the 22 
name of the child, if desired. 23 
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 2.  Except as otherwise provided in this subsection, an order or 1 
decree of adoption may not be made until after the child has lived 2 
for 6 months in the home of the petitioners. This subsection does not 3 
apply if one of the petitioners is the stepparent of the child or is 4 
related to the child within the third degree of consanguinity. 5 
 3.  If the court is not satisfied that the proposed adoption is in 6 
the best interests of the child, the court shall deny the petition and 7 
may order the child returned to the custody of the person or agency 8 
legally vested with custody.

granted. As used in this subsection, “blind” has the meaning 15 
ascribed to it in NRS 426.082. 16 
 4.  After a petition for adoption has been granted, there is a 17 
presumption that remaining in the home of the adopting parent is in 18 
the child’s best interest. 19 
 Sec. 3.  NRS 127.2817 is hereby amended to read as follows: 20 
 127.2817  1.  The Division, in consultation with each agency 21 
which provides child welfare services, shall adopt regulations 22 
setting forth the criteria to be used by an agency which provides 23 
child welfare services or a child-placing agency for determining 24 
whether a prospective adoptive home is suitable or unsuitable for 25 
the placement of a child for adoption. 26 
 2.  Upon the completion of an investigation conducted by an 27 
agency which provides child welfare services or a child-placing 28 
agency pursuant to NRS 127.120 or 127.2805, the agency which 29 
provides child welfare services or child-placing agency shall inform 30 
the prospective adoptive parent or parents of the results of the 31 
investigation.

person, estate, or person and estate. 21 
 3.  The court shall not find that a proposed protected minor is 22 
in need of a guardian solely because the person currently 23 
responsible for the proposed protected minor is deaf, is blind or 24 
has another physical disability, but may find that a proposed 25 
protected minor is in need of a guardian if it finds, based on 26 
evidence presented to the court, that the physical disability of the 27 
person currently responsible for the proposed protected minor is 28 
causing or contributing to circumstances that are detrimental to 29 
the best interests of the proposed protected minor.

consanguinity to the child who the court finds has established a 42 
meaningful relationship with the child, with or without supervision 43 
upon such conditions as the court prescribes, regardless of whether 44 
the relative resides within this State; or 45 
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 (b) Grant the grandparent, great-grandparent or other person 1 
related within the fifth degree of consanguinity to the child a 2 
reasonable right to visit the child while the child is in protective 3 
custody. 4 
 3.  If the court finds that the best interests of the child do not 5 
require that the child remain in protective custody, the court shall 6 
order the immediate release of the child. 7 
 4.  If a child is placed with any person who resides outside this 8 
State, the placement must be in accordance with NRS 127.330. 9 
 Sec. 12.  NRS 432B.550 is hereby amended to read as follows: 10 
 432B.550  1.  If the court finds that a child is in need of 11 
protection, it may, by its order, after receipt and review of the report 12 
from the agency which provides child welfare services: 13 
 (a) Permit the child to remain in the temporary or permanent 14 
custody of the parents of the child or a guardian with or without 15 
supervision by the court or a person or agency designated by the 16 
court, and with or without retaining jurisdiction of the case, upon 17 
such conditions as the court may prescribe; 18 
 (b) Place the child in the temporary or permanent custody of a 19 
relative, a fictive kin or other person the court finds suitable to 20 
receive and care for the child with or without supervision, and with 21 
or without retaining jurisdiction of the case, upon such conditions as 22 
the court may prescribe; or 23 
 (c) Place the child in the temporary custody of a public agency 24 
or institution authorized to care for children, the local juvenile 25 
probation department, the local department of juvenile services or a 26 
private agency or institution licensed by the Department of Health 27 
and Human Services or a county whose population is 100,000 or 28 
more to care for such a child. 29 
 In carrying out this subsection, the court may, in its sole 30 
discretion and in compliance with the requirements of chapter 159A 31 
of NRS, consider an application for the guardianship of the child. If 32 
the court grants such an application, it may retain jurisdiction of the 33 
case or transfer the case to another court of competent jurisdiction. 34 
 2.  The court shall not deny placement of a child in the 35 
temporary or permanent custody of a person pursuant to 36 
subsection 1 solely because the person is deaf, is blind or has 37 
another physical disability, but may refuse to place a child in the 38 
temporary or permanent custody of a person if it finds, based on 39 
evidence presented to the court, that the person’s physical 40 
disability is likely to cause or contribute to circumstances that are 41 
detrimental to the best interests of the child if the child is placed in 42 
the custody of the person. As used in this subsection, “blind” has 43 
the meaning ascribed to it in NRS 426.082. 44 
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 3.  If, pursuant to subsection 1, a child is placed other than with 1 
a parent: 2 
 (a) The parent retains the right to consent to adoption, to 3 
determine the child’s religious affiliation and to reasonable 4 
visitation, unless restricted by the court. If the custodian of the child 5 
interferes with these rights, the parent may petition the court for 6 
enforcement of the rights of the parent. 7 
 (b) The court shall set forth good cause why the child was 8 
placed other than with a parent. 9 
 [3.] 4.  If, pursuant to subsection 1, the child is to be placed 10 
with a relative or fictive kin, the court may consider, among other 11 
factors, whether the child has resided with a particular relative or 12 
fictive kin for 3 years or more before the incident which brought the 13 
child to the court’s attention. 14 
 [4.] 5.  Except as otherwise provided in this subsection, a copy 15 
of the report prepared for the court by the agency which provides 16 
child welfare services must be sent to the custodian and the parent 17 
or legal guardian. If the child was delivered to a provider of 18 
emergency services pursuant to NRS 432B.630: 19 
 (a) The parent who delivered the child to the provider shall be 20 
deemed to have waived his or her right to a copy of the report; and 21 
 (b) A copy of the report must be sent to the parent who did not 22 
deliver the child to the provider, if the location of such parent is 23 
known. 24 
 [5.] 6.  In determining the placement of a child pursuant to this 25 
section, if the child is not permitted to remain in the custody of the 26 
parents of the child or guardian: 27 
 (a) It must be presumed to be in the best interests of the child to 28 
be placed together with the siblings of the child. 29 
 (b) Preference must be given to placing the child in the 30 
following order: 31 
  (1) With any person related within the fifth degree of 32 
consanguinity to the child or a fictive kin, and who is suitable and 33 
able to provide proper care and guidance for the child, regardless of 34 
whether the relative or fictive kin resides within this State. 35 
  (2) In a foster home that is licensed pursuant to chapter 424 36 
of NRS. 37 
 [6.] 7.  Any search for a relative with whom to place a child 38 
pursuant to this section must be completed within 1 year after the 39 
initial placement of the child outside of the home of the child. If a 40 
child is placed with any person who resides outside of this State, the 41 
placement must be in accordance with NRS 127.330. 42 
 [7.] 8.  Within 60 days after the removal of a child from the 43 
home of the child, the court shall: 44 
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 (a) Determine whether: 1 
  (1) The agency which provides child welfare services has 2 
made the reasonable efforts required by paragraph (a) of subsection 3 
1 of NRS 432B.393; or 4 
  (2) No such efforts are required in the particular case; and 5 
 (b) Prepare an explicit statement of the facts upon which its 6 
determination is based. 7 
 [8.] 9.  As used in this section, “fictive kin” means a person 8 
who is not related by blood to a child but who has a significant 9 
emotional and positive relationship with the child. 10
